Leoni, the artist who 
made the soap scene of General Custer 
and the Indians in the show windows 
of F. W. Moore is in Chicago. 
This 
morning’s Journal said of him: 
John 
15. Leoni, who for three weeks laughed 
at the best detective skill of Chicago 
and iu that time des-troyed $10,000 to 
$ 1’».000 worth of plate-glass windows in 
Chicago, lias been brought to the de­ 
tention hospital bv the police. 


it was iu November, IHiKi that the 
young Italian came into greatest noto­ 
riety. In that month he helped out the 
plate-glass 
manutacturers 
to 
the 
amount of many thousand dollars. T he 
business distric*. was the walking place 
of a crank whose mania was the shat­ 
tering of windows. 


The police were put to work on the 
case, but for days could not tind the 
man. 
Big windows continued to fall 
with a crash, and the owners of expen­ 
sive store fronts were almost in a panic. 


The detection of the perpetrator of 
these deeds came about through his 
mania. 
L ;oni\s missiles were small 
cobblestones, carefully polished 
and 
marked with a cross in chalk. 


>ne evening he stood before a par­ 
ticularly tempting expanse of glass on 
Madison street waiting for a chance to 
throw. 
A man stood near him. 


“Go away,” said Leonie, “ you are 
likely to get into trouble. 
Go away. 
I 
want to 
break 
that wiudow over 
there.” 


The man was an officer 
in plain 
clothes and the Italian landed in the 
station. 
He was taken to the detention 
hospital, and from there sent to Jeffer­ 
son, from whence be was released in a 
few months. 


As a sculptor in soap, Leoni is said to 
have no equal. He is the only man iu 
this country who does this Work suc­ 
cessfully, and he has been a valuable 
employe to several of the great soap- 
making concerns. 
His erratic wav»,

It was wreathed with the lotns 
Egypt and twined with thyme and pars­ 
ley in Greece. It was also one of the 
flowers dedicated to Venns, and tiie 
witches vrho wrought their spells and 
muttered their incantations on the 
mountain tope cast into their brew the 
homed leaves.. 


It was early recognized that the pop­ 
py in its simplest form is one of the 
most decorative of flowers. Its simplest 
form is, of oonrse, the wild flower of 
four petals. It is treated deooratively in 
ft number of ways, either as a flat de* 
•ign of the lifted cup or as a oonven- 
tional representation of the fonr petals 
encircling the receptacle or as the s t^ 
upholding the domelike and sometimes 
strongly ridged seed pod ; but, after all« 
the most marvelous artistic suggestions 
are fonnd in the sharply outliued leaves 
which rise to slender Gothic points. 
These serve as models of leaf design and 
were carved boldly and delicately in the 
stone of ancient cathedials. 


There is always something artificial 
in the appearance of the cnltivated pop­ 
pies. They lack the stability or reality 
and ever suggest the gypsy masquerad­ 
ing as the princess. 


Poppies, with very few exceptions, 
are not in the least diflicult to grow. 
Seed sown in the fall or spring will 
produce plants that flower all summer. 
They do not doinaud au enriched soil 
and profuse wateriufi, but grow in an 
independent, carcleaa fashion that is a 
relief after an ex^)ori(’iue of tiie exac­ 
tion of Konjo plants.—Nancy M. Waddle 
in Godey’s Magu/.ino.

Benton H arbor’s bicycle manufact­ 
urers do not look with any great favor 
upon the chainleBS patterà of bicycle 
and it is not at all likely that the new 
pattern of wheels will have much of a 
sale in this city next season. 
They 
will cost from $25 to $75 more than the 
same pattern and grade of a chain wheel 
and the experiment is too expensive 
for people in ordinary circumstances to 
try. 
t A. P. Schoelz, the proprietor of the 
Topic wheel works said in regard to 
th e chainless wheel today: 


shall not attem pt to manufacture 
the new fad, but will have an agency 
for a chainless wheel and supply the 
demand for wheels of that variety. The 
chainless wheel will come next year 
and in my opinion it will go the same 
year. 
I believe that when the wheel 
is slightly worn there will be a disa­ 
greeable rattle that cannot be got away 
from. 
After 1898 it will be hard to find 
anyone who ever owned a chainless 
whael. 
T h at’s my opinion, though I 
may be mistaken.’* 


The Orin r ’vcle company, Hinkle & 
Baushke proprietors, may or may not 
make a chainless wheel next year 
Mr. 
Baushke was seen last night and said: 
‘4 believe the day of the chain wheel 
i» not passed. 
It can be mude cheaper 
than the chainless gear, is lighter anji 
easier to ride. 
The wheelmen who 
have nseti the chainless say that ilgivcs 
a chucking sound and is a veay disa­ 
greeable mount. 
However, if there is 
a demand for chainless bicycles we will 
be in shape to meet that demand. 
I 
notice that some of the big manufac­ 
turing lirms, who are making a chain- 
less wheel, make their racing pi-it'-rn 
after the chain models.” 


W .C . Hovey, who sold the “ .\:uer- 
ica” aiul other whijel.s last year, has 
not yet decided whellicr he will handle 
bicycles the coming season or n®l. 
He 
has made somethiug of a ntudy of the 
chainless wheel and while they have 
not won his entire favor he will sell 
them if he sells any—provided people 
want to buy the new thing in wheeli^.

The ulti­ 
mate inject is to secure criticism and 
information concernlntr those whose 
names will appear. There are tens ol 
ihoueaads of persons drawing pensions 
who are not entitled to them and 
have obtained them by fraud, al­ 
though it is diflicult to prove it. 
If a 
list of the names of pensioners in 
every county or township was posted 
in. a conspicuous place with a brief 
statement of the military 
service 
claimed, the amount of the i)ension 
and the reason why it was granted it 
would doubtless bring down upon the 
commissioner here voluntary evidence 
from neighbors iind former comrades of 
the greatest value.

8.—The nineteenth 
annual report of the secretary of state 
has been placed in the hands of G o t * 
crnor Pingree. It relates to Michigan 
farms and farm products. 
Valuable 
statistics are given about the price and 
amount of wheat raised. The average 
value of crops has decreased, it being 
$192 per farm less in 1896 than in 1890. 
There are 149,434. farms in the state, 
and the aggregate loss in the year 1896 
was $28,681,328. 


The value of the cropn per farm was, 
in 1896, $307; in 1890, $499; in 1891, $477; 
in 1892, $425; in 1893, $403; in 1894, $376, 
and in 1895, $279. 
The vulue per farm 
in 1896 wan $192 less than in 1890. The 
value of the crops per acre of improved 
land in 1896 was $5.13. In 1890 it was 
$8.64; in 1891, $8.47; in 1892, $7.33; in 
1893, $6.80; ij 1894, $G.40, and in 1895, 
$4.72. 
The value per aere of improved 
land was $3.51 less in 189(i than in 1890. 


The number of farmers in the state 
in the spring of 1897 was 149,434, of 
whom 93,705) were in the southern four 
tiers of counties, 34,451 in the central 
couoties, and 21,274 in the northern 
couutieB and 
upper peninsula. 
The 
number of farms in the state in tUe 
irpring of 1897, as shown by this report, 
was 149,434, as compared with 150,716 
retiu’ned in 1896, and 147,154 returned 
in 1895. 
The number returned for this 
report is 1,282 less than reported in 
181H) and 2,280 more than in IH95.
